Oyster Bay, X. T., Sept. 14.—In a 


letter written to Conrad Kohrs of Hel- 
ena. Mont., an o!d tizr.e oaltloir.an and 
a leading citizen of the state, and 
which was made public today. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt states why laboring 
men and capitalists should vote for 
the election of William II. Taft as 
president. 


Mr. Roosevelt wrote the letter as 


a reply to Mr. Bryan's recent state- 
ment that he alone was the true heir 
to Mr. Roosevelt politically and was 
his natural successor to the presi- 
dency. The president's friendship for 
Mr. Kohrs, a pioneer citizen of the 
northern 
Rocky mountain 
region, 


dates from 20 years ago, when both 
men were members of the Montana 
StockGrowcrs association. Mr. Roose- 
velt's letter in part is as follows: 


"The last few years have seen a 


great awakening of the public con- 
science and the growth of a stern de- 
termination to do away with corrup- 
tion and unfair dealing, political, eco- 
nomic, social. 
It is urgently neces- 


sary that this great reform movement 
should go on. But no reform move- 
ment is healthy if it is marked by 
periods of frenzied advance, followed, 
as »uch periods of frenzied advance 
must always be followed, by equally 
violent periods of reaction.

•wrongs, iii warring against abuses, 
but whose character and training are 
such that he never promises what he 
can not perform, that he always a lit- 
tle more than makes good what he 
do-es promise, and that, while steadily 
advancing, he never is led into foolish 
excesses. 


Combines Many Good Qualities. 
"In Mr. Taft we have a man who 


combines all of those qualities to a 
degree which no other man in our pub- 
lic life since the civil war has sur- 
passed. To a flaming hatred of injus- 
tice, to a hearty sympathy with the 
oppressed, he unites both moral and 
physical courage of the very highest 
type and a kindly generosity which 
makes him feel that his fellow coun- 
trymen are his friends and brothers. 


"The honest man of means, the hon- 


est and law-abiding business man. can 
feel safe in his hands. 
The honest 


wageworker, the honest laboring man, 
the honest farmer, the honest me- 
chanic or small trader or man of 
small means, can feel that in a pecu- 
liar sense Mr. Taft will be his repre- 
sentative because of the very fact 
that he has the same scorn for the 
demagogue that he has for the cor- 
ruptionlst and that he would 
front 


personal threats of violence from a 
mob with tho unquailing and lofty in- 
difference with which he would front 
the bitter anger of the wealthiest cor- 
porations. 


"Mr. Taft and I have the same 


views as to what is demanded by the 
national interest and honor. 
There 


is no fight for decency and fair deal- 
Ing which I have waged in which 1 
have not had his heartiest and most 
effective sympathy and support, and 
the policies -for which I stand are his 
policies as much as mine. 


"Let Mr. Taft be judged by what he 


has himself done and by what the ad- 
ministration, in which he has played 
so conspicuous a part, has done. 


"Mr. Taft can be trusted to exact 


justice from the railroads for the- 
very- reason that he can be trusted to 
do justice to the railroads. 


Must Keep Rates Low. 


' "While in all proper ways railroad 
rates must be kept low, we must al- 
ways remember that we have no right 
and justification to reduce them when 
the result is the reduction of the 
•wages of the great army of railroad 
men. The man who promises to raise 
the wages of railroad employes to the 
highest point and at the same time 
to reduce rates to the lowest point is 
promising what neither he nor anyone 
else can perform, and if the effort to 
perform it were attempted disaster 
would result to both 
shipper 
and 


•wageworker and ruin to business in- 
terests. The man to trust in such a 
matter as this is the man who. like 
Judge Taft. does not promise too 
much, but who could not lie swayed 
from the path of duty. He will not 
favor a ruinous experiment like gov- 
ernment ownership of railways. 


"What is said as to his attitude on 


the railway question applies to the 
•whole question of the trusts. 


"If there is one body of men more 


than another whose support I feel I 
have a right to challenge on behalf of 
Secretary Taft it is the wageworkers 
of the country. 
A fairer and truer 


representative they can not find with- 
in the borders of the United States. 
He will do everything in his power 
for them except to do that which is 
wrong. 


"Mr. Taft has oeen attacked be- 


rffctwe Of the injunctions he delivered 
while on the bench. I am content to 
rest Ms case on these very injunc- 
tions. Most assuredly he no%rpr has 
yielded and never will yield to threat 
or pressure of any sort, as little if it 
comes from labor as if it comes from 
capital.

tions in labor di?putes I a?k that the

ask that every responsible and fair- 
minded member of a labor organiza- 
tion rea-1 those injunctions for him- 
self. If he will do so he will heartily 
approve of them and will recognize 
this further astonishing tact that the 
principles laid down by Jud?e Taft 
which laboring people are asUed to 
condemn are the very principles now 
embodied in the laws of every respon- 
sible labor organization. They mark 
the 
judge who rendered them as 


standing for the rights of the whole 
people. 
As far as daylight is from 


darkness, so far is such a j>u!ge from 
the time server, the truckler to tho 
mob or th'^ cringing tool of groat, cor- 
rupt and corrupting corporations. 


"Let all fair-minded men,- agework- 


ers and capitalists alike, consider yet 
another fact. 
In one of his decisions 


Judge Taft upheld in the strongest 
fashion and for the first time gave 
full vitality to the principle of the 
employers' liability for injuries done 
workmen. 
This was befoie any na- 


tional law on the subject was enacted. 


"On the bench Judge Taft showed 


the two qualities which make a great 
judge — wisdom and 
moral courage. 


They are also the two qualities which 
make a groat prosi.ient.

Stenovlcs knew their 
views very 


well. He had also received a pretty 
plain Intimation from Stafiiitz that the 
colonel considered the escorting of the 
guns t/> Slavua as a purely military 
task, appertaining not to the ministry 
of state, but to the officer commanding 
the garrison in the capital. 
Stafnitz 


was that officer. and he proposed him- 
self to go to Kolskoi. Suleiman's tow- 
er. he added, would be left In the trust- 
worthy 
hands of Captain 
Stcrkoff. 


Again Stenovlcs fully understood. In- 


• deed, the colonel was almost brutally 


candid. His letter was nothing less 
than plain word that power lay with 
the sword and that the sword was in 
his own hand. Stenovics had got rid of 
King Serghis only, to fall under the 
rule of Dictator Stafnitz. Was that to 
be the end of it? 


Stenovlcs preferred any other issue. 


The ideal thing was his own rule in 
the name* of young Alexis, with such 
diplomatic honoring and humoring of 
Counttbs Ellenburg as might prove 
necessary. That W.T? plainly impossi- 
ble so long as Rtafnitz was master of 
the army. It would become finally 
hopeless if Sterkoff held Suleiman's 
tower till Stafnitz brought the guns to 
Slavna. What. then, was Stehovics' 
alternative? 
For he was not yet 


brought to giving up the game as to- 
tally lost. His name stood high, though 
his real power tottered on a most inse- 
cure foundation. lie could get good 
terms for his assistance. There was 
time to make friends with the niani- 
raon of unrighteousness. 


Privately, as became Invalids, with- 


out the knowledge of any one outside 
their confidenti.il entourage, the repre- 
sentatives of the two great neighbors 
received General Stenovics. They are 
believed to have convinced him that 
In the event of any further disorders 
in Kra^nia Intervention could not be 
avoided. Troops were on either fron- 
tier, ready for such an emergency. A 
joint occupation would be forced on 
the allies. With a great deal of sorrow 
no doubt the general felt himself 
dr'vpn to accept this conclusion. 


ITe at once requested Stafnitz to 


fetch die guns to Slavna. He left the 
colonel full discretion in the matter. 
His only desire was to insure the 
tranquillity of the capital and to show 
Volsenl how hopeless it was to main- 
tain the fanciful and absurd claims of 
Baroness Dobrava. 
The 
representa- 


tives. it must be supposed, approved 
this attitude and wished the general 
all success. At a later date his efforts 
to secure order and to avoid the inevi- 
table but regrettable result of any new 
disturbance were handsomely acknowl- 
edged by both powers. General St^no- 
vlcs had not Stafnitz's nerve and dash, 
but he was a man of considerable re- 
source. 


A man of good feeling, too, to judge 


from another step he took— whether 
with the cognizance of the representa- 
tives or entirely of his own motion hag 
never become known. He waited till 
Colonel Stafnitz. who returned a civil 
and almost effusive reply to his com- 
munication. had set off to fetch the 
guns, which, as has been seen, had 
been unloaded from the railway and 
lay at Kolskoi, three days' journey up 
the Krath; then he entered into com- 
munication with Volseni. He sent Vol- 


' senl a private and friendly warning. 


What was the use of Volsenl holding 
out when the big guns were coming? 
It could mean only hopeless resistance, 
more disorder, more bloodshed. Let 
Volseni and the lady whose claims it 
supported consider that, be warned in 
time and acknowledge King Alexis. 


This letter ho addressed to Zcrko- 


ritch. There were Insuperable diplo- 
matic difficulties In the way of ad- 
dressing It to Sophy directly. "Madam 
I may not call you, and mi«tross I am 
loath to call you." said Queen Eliza- 
beth to the archbishop's wife. It was 
just a case of that sort of difficulty. 
He oould not call her queen of Kravo- 
nia. and she would IK; offended If he 
called her Baroness Dobrava. So the 
letter went to Zcrkovitch. and It went 
by the hand of one of JCerkovitch's 
friends, so anxious was the general to 
be as friendly and conciliatory as cir- 
cumstances permitted. 


Much to his surprise, considerably to 


his alarm. Lepage was sent for to the 
general's private residence on the even- 
ing of the day on which Colonel Staf- 
nitz sent out for Kolskoi to fetch the 
guns. 
, Stenovlcs 
erected 
him 
cordially, 


smoothed away his apprehension, ac- 
quainted him .\vith the nature of. his 
mission and with the gi<t of the letter 
which he was to carry. 
Stenovics 


•seemed more placid tonight than for 
some time back, possibly because he 
had got Stafnitz quietly out of Slavna. 


"Beg M. Xerkovitch to give the letter 


to Baroness Dobrava (he called her 
that to Lepage) as soon as possible and 
to urge her to listen to it. Add that 
we shall be ready to treat hor with 
every consideration—any title in rea- 
son and any provision !u re.isou too. 
It's all in my letter, but repoat It on 
my behalf. Lepage." 


'•I shouldn't think she'd take either 


title or money, general." said Lepage 


"You think she's disinterested? No 


doubt, no doubt! She'll be the more 
ready to see the uselessuess of pro- 
longing her present attitude." He grew 
almost vehement as he laid his hand 
on a large map which was spread out 


All the m«'u who could be spam!

IVter Vassip rode down 
with his men to within a few miles of 
Slavna. Tor result of the expedition he

on the table in front of him. "Look 
here. Lepage. 
This is Monday. By 


Wednesday evening Colonel Stafnitz 
will be at Kolskoi—here!" He put his 
finger by the spot. 
"On Thursday 


morning he'll start back. The barges 
travel well, and—yes—I think he'll 
have liis guns here by Sunday, less 
than a week from now. Yes, on Thurs- 
day night he ought to reach Evena, on 
Friday Itapska, on Saturday the lock 
at Miklevni. Yes. ou Saturday the lock 
at Miklevni! That would bring him 
here on Sunday. Yes, the lock at Mi- 
klevni ou Saturday, I think." He look- 
ed up at Lepage almost imploringly.

shfc hesitates,

her that. 


They're bound to be here in less than a 
week!" 


Lepage cocked his head on one side 


and looked at the minister thoughtful- 
ly. It all sounded very convincing. 
Colonel Stafnitz would be at the lock 
nt Miklevni on Saturday and on Sun- 
day with the guns at Slavna.

page. "For your necessary expenses.' 
he said. Lepage took up the purse 
which felt woll filled, and po"ketcd it 
"The baroness mayn't fully appreciat 
what I've been saying," added Steno 
vies. "But Lukovitch knows everj 
Inch of the river. He'll make it quite 
plain if she asks him about it And 
present her with my sincere respects 
end sympathy—my sympathy with her 
as a private person, of course. You 
mustn't commit me in any way, Le 
page." 


"I think," said Lepage, "that you're 


capable of looking after that depart 
ment yourself, general. But aren't yoi: 
making the colonel go a little too fast?'

The 
voice of the nation. Lepage!" 


"Ah." said Lepage dryly. "I'd been 


suspecting some ventriloquists!" 


General Stenovics honored the sally 


with a broad smile. He thought the 
representatives with colds would be 
amused if he repeated It The pat on 
the shoulder which he gave Lepage 
was a congratulation. "The animal is 
so very Inarticulate of itself." he said. 


The great srnns. rumor said, had 
reached Kravonla and were to be In 
Slavna in a v. oek. 


The rank and file hardly understood 


what that meant. 
Anger that their 


destined and darling guns should fall 
into hostile hands was the feeling up- 
permost. But the tidings struck their 
leaders home to the heart. Lukovitch 
knew what It meant. Dunstanbury. 
who had served three years. In the 
army at homo, knew very well. Cov- 
ered by such a force as Stafnitz could 
bring up, the guns could pound Volsenl 
to pieces, and Volseui could strike back 
not a single blow. 


"And it's all through her that the 


guns are here at all." said Xerkovitch, 
with a s»igh for the irony of it. 


Dunstanbury laid bis hand on Luko-

Kravonia and who ruled tilers- 
aye, in his heart even the fate of tho 
gallant little city which harbored them 
and whose interest he pleaded—were 
nothing to him beside Sophy. On her 
his thoughts were centered. 


Sophy's own mind in these days can 


be gathered only from what others 
saw. She made no record of it. Fallen 
In an hour from heights of love and 
hope and exaltation, she lay stunnod 
in the abyss. In intellect calm and col- 
lected, she seems to have been as one 
numbed In fooling, too maimed for 
pain, suffering as though from a mor- 
tification of the heart. The simple mon 
and women of Volsenl looked on hor 
with awe and chattered fearfully of 
the red star; how that its wearer had 
been predestined to high enterprise, 
but foredoomed to mighty reverses of 
fortune. Amid all their 'pity for her 
they spoke of the evil eye. Some wins 
pcrod th.it she had come to bring nun 
on Volseni. Had not the man who 
loved her lost both crown and life?

Range company against officers of the 
American Federation of Labor, John 
Mitchell, former 
president

United Mine Workers, testified in his 
own behalf before Examiner Albert 
Harper. 


Samuel Gompers also was on the 


stand several horns, much of his tes- 
timony being a ialteration of 
the 


points developed during the examina- 
tion of Secretary Morrison. 


Mr. Mitchell, although subjected to 


a severe test by Daniel Davenport of 
counsel for the complainants, was 
calm and collected throughout. Only 
once did his composme seem to leave 
him. 
and that was when his sugges- 


tion that .'. W. Van Cleave of tho 
stove company had lalbed §1.300.000 
to disiupt organized labor, invited a 
heated protest from Attorney Daven- 
poit. The latter asserted that tue 
idea that such a fund was niised orig- 
inated in the heated imagination of 
labor enthusiasts. 
Mr. Mitchell was 


plainly annoyed by this rejoinder, but 
did not evince it in words. 


Raised Educational Fund. 


Jackson II. Ralston of counsel for 


the fedeiatlon. however, read 
from 


the testimony In the original suit Mr. 
Van Cleave's statement that in thiee 
yeais he had obtained 51.oOO.000 for 
"educational pm poses, pure and sim- 
ple." 


Much of Mr. Mitchell's testimony 


related to his movements leading up 
to the mine workers' convention in 
January last, when a resolution, was 
adopted placing the stove company on 
the "unfair list," and imposing a line 
of $3 on any member buying the 
product of the concein. Mr. Mitchell 
said he took no part in the drafting 
of the resolution, nor did lie nave any 
knowledge of the subsequent distribu- 
tion of the resolution among the 300.- 
000 mine woikers of the countiy. Mr. 
Mitchell 
parried all questions de- 


signed to elicit information about the 
part played by the Mine Workers' 
Journal in furtherance of the alleged 
boycott.

By Herbert Kaufman. 


A skilled layer of mosaics works with small 


fragments of stone—they fit into more places 
than the larger chunks. 
« 


The skilled advertiser works with small 


words—they fit into more minds than big phrases. 


The simpler the language the greater cer- 


tainty that it,.will be understood by the least in- 
telligent reader. 


The construction engineer plans his roadbed 


where there is a minimum of grade—he works 
along the lines of least resistance. 


The advertisement which runs into moun- 


tainous style is badly surveyed—all minds are not 
built for high level thinking. 


Advertising must be simple. 
When it is 


tricked out with the jewelry and silks of literary 
expression it looks as much out of place as a 
ball dress at the breakfast table! 


The buying public is only interested in/acts. 


People read advertisements to find out what you 
have to selL 


The advertiser who can fire the most facts in 


the shortest time gets the most returns. 
Biank 
o 


cartridges make noise but they do not hit—blank 
talk, however clever, is only wasted space. 


You force your salesmen to keep to solid facts 


—you don't allow them to sell muslin with quo- 
tations from Omar or trousers with excerpts from 
Marie Corelli. 
You must not tolerate in your 


printed selling talk anything that you are not will- 
ing to countenance in personal salesmanship. 


Cut out clever phrases if they are inserted to 


the sacrifice of clear explanations—write copy as 
you talk. Only be more brief. Publicity is costlier 
than conversation—ranging in price downward 
from $6.00 a line, talk is not cheap but the most 
expensive commodity in the world. 


Sketch in your ad to the stenographer. Then 


you will be so busy "saying it'1 that you will not 
have time to bother about the gewgaws of writ- 
ing. 
Afterwards take the typewritten manuscript 


and cut out every word and every line that can 
be erased without omitting an important detail. 
What remains in the end is all that really 'counted 
in the beginning.

Cultivate brevity and simplicity- 
" Savon 


may look smarter, but more people 


will understand "French Soap." Sir Isaac New- 
ton's explanation of gravitation covers six pages 
but the schoolboy's terse and homely "What goes 
up must come down" clinches the whole thing 
in six words. 


Indefinite talk wastes space. 
It is not 100% 


productive. 
The copy that omits prices sacri- 


fices half its pulling power—it has a tendency to 
bring lookers instead of buyers. 
It often creates 


false impressions. 
Some people are bound to 


conceive the idea that, the goods are higher priced 
than in reality—others, by the same token, are 
just as likely to infer that the prices are lower and 
go away thinking that you have exaggerated your 
statements. 


The reader must be searched out by the copy. 


Big space is cheapest because it doesn't waste a 
single eye. 
Publicity must be on the 
offensive. 


There are far too many advertisers who keep their 
lights on top th-eir bushel—the average citizen 
hasn't time to overturn your bushel. 


Small space is expensive. 
Like a 
one-flake 


snowstorm, there is not enough of it to lay. 


Space is a comparative matter after all. It is 


not a case of how much is used as how it is used. 
The passengers on the limited express may real- 
ize that Jones has tacked a twelve-inch shingle 
on every post and fence for a stretch of five 
miles, but they are going too fast to make out 
what the shingles say, yet the two feet letters of 
Brown's big bulletin board on top of the hill 
leap at them before they have a chance to dodge 
it. And at that it doesn't cost nearly so much as 
the sum total of Jones' dinky display. 


Just so one ad, well written and attractively 


displayed continuously every day or every other 
day for a year in one big newspaper, will find the 
eye of every reader, no matter how rapidly they
